the streets to a p u blic stand n e ar the 
Oriental hotel, w here he deliv ered an 
address. 
The streets were p acked with 
citizens and v isitors and the recep tion 
accorded the p resident was flattering. 
After deliv ering his sp eech the p resi­ 
d e n t and p arty attended a dinner at 
the O riental hotel, tendered by the 
citizens 
of 
Dallas. 
The p resident’s 
train left for Waco, Au stin and San 
Antonio this morning. 
Whp n May or R rv ant T. B arry of 
Dallas finished his address of welcome 
and introdu ction President Roosev elt 
addressed the gathering amid cheers 
as follows:

May or and You , My Fellow 
A m ericans:

Washing ton, April 6.—Germany has 
ootUned to the United States her Mo­ 
roccan policy. 
Acting under instruc- 
tlons from Rerdn, Baron Speck von 
Sternbttrg , the German ambassador, 
called at the war department and left 
with Secretary Taft a memorandum 
to xhi« effect: 
Germany stands for the open door 
In Morocco, as in the far east, and for 
the preservation of the status q uo and 
for the safeg uarding of the commer­ 
cial and trade interests not only of 
Germany but of all trading nations of 
the world. 
Secretary Taft without committing 
his g overnment on the subject thanked 
the ambassador and promptly forward­ 
ed
